REPORTS AS TO TRADE. 


Holyoke Mills Running Full—Glazed Papers Active in Bos- 
ton— New York, Philadelphia and Chicago 
Markets Quiet. 











In the New York market the demand is gradually easing 
off as the period of summer dullness approaches. As a 
consequence trade is quiet, with prices reflecting the gen- 
eral bearish feeling that exists. With the single exception 
of tissue papers all grades are moving rather slowly, as 
consumers are ordering only for their immediate needs. 
Because of their refusal to anticipate their wants at this 
season there is little life to trade. The sluggishness of the 
demand, it seems, has affected the manufacturers more 
than it has the dealers, as the former are now quite active 
in their search for orders. In view of the fact that the 
proverbial dull months, July and August, are at hand, the 
anxiety of the mill owners to accumulate orders ahead 
can be appreciated. In the competition for business prices 
have suffered somewhat because of this eagerness. As a 
factor in depressing the market, it is said that the invasion 
of the East by some of the Western manufacturers has 
helped lower prices. Practically all grades are represented 
in this invasion, which is now quite strenuous, as the de- 
mand in the West not being very good, judging from all 
accounts. The recent dissolution of the Interstate Paper 
Company, together with the prosecution of the General 
Paper Company by the Government, have evidently seri- 
ously disturbed the market in that section. In seeking an 
outlet for their surplus production the mill owners sought 
a market here, either through their own agents or by other 
connections. This additional competition at this time has 
had a depressing influence on the market, which has been 
scarcely strong enough to absorb the output of the Eastern 
mills. The situation, therefore, is not very satisfactory 
from the standpoint of the manufacturers, as the volume 
of business on their books is somewhat under the average 
for the beginning of the summer season. But as the mar- 
ket has not continued dull for any length of time since the 
summer of 1899, there is very little real discouragement 
to be found among paper men. Should we have a dry 
summer the market would stiffen greatly. The possibility 
of this, together with the chance that the demand may take 
a sudden turn for the better, deters manufacturers from 
contracting too far ahead on the basis of present prices. 





Holyoke Mills Still Running Full.

There cannot be said to be much change in business 
among the mills during the past week. Trade has held its 
own, however, fairly well, and the mills have not reported 
any material falling off. As summer approaches there is a 
natural tendency toward quieter times, and very likely 
the present week is the beginning of a somewhat duller 
period among the mills. 

So far as can be ascertained all of the mills are running 
on full time and have orders enough to last for some time. 

The mills in Western Massachusetts, running on strictly 
high grade papers, are busy. The reports would indicate 
a good supply of orders and a confidence in the future. 

The Crane Mills at Dalton are busy and have a good lot 
of orders on hand. These mills have had a comfortable 
trade during the entire season. 

The Byron Weston Company is running full time, with 
a satisfactory supply of orders. 

In Holyoke the American Writing Paper Company re- 
ports a good trade. 

The Whiting mills are running full both in this city and 
at North Wilbraham, where the Collins Manufacturing 
Company is filling fairly large orders. 

The mill of the Parsons Paper Company is being run 
full capacity, and the demand for its papers has continued 
seasonable. 

Reports ‘from other mills in this section would indicate 
that trade is holding up well and that there is no cause for 
worry at present.

While manufacturers claim that mill quota- 
tions have undergone no change, there is no doubt a little 
cutting is being done in some quarters on some grades 
of paper, as it is only natural in dull times.

Philadelphia Trade Quiet.

Wrappings are in plentiful supply 
and no scarcity in tissues is reported in this market, though 
prices show no change from last week's. In building pa- 
pers trade is a little more brisk, but prices are easing off 
for the reason that raw materials are cheaper in price. 
However, the trade still continues in a somewhat demor- 
alized condition and manufacturers have hardly any fixed 
quotations. It is the general opinion of the trade that 
there must be looked forward to a rather long period of 
quiet times, without depression, perhaps, but certainly

Trade with the paper jobbers continues in the same con- 
dition as for some weeks past—decidedly dull and feature- 
less.

We 
simply took over the plant and property, and in addition 
we get our pulp wood. On both there are large saw mills, 
docks and all the necessary equipment for carrying on ex- 
tensive lumbering and logging operations. By tugs and 
barges we can cheaply transport our logs to Whitehall, 
N. Y., on Lake Champlain, from which place it is but a 
short haul of 2 miles to Sandy Hill. 

“With the two tracts referred to, the company will own 
about 5,000,000 cords of wood, which at the rate of 100,000 
cords per year consumed is equal to a fifty years’ supply. 
But with decent handling, however, assuming that it is 
all cut over every twenty years, the company will have a 
perpetual supply of wood, even if the wood requirements 
of the company should be greatly increased. At pfesent 
we use 65,000 cords per year for our sulphite plant, and

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ENLARGING KALAMAZOO PLANTS. 


Monarch Paper Company Constructing a New Mill— The River- 
view and Imperial Coating Plants—Illinois Envelope Fac- 
tory—Bryant Paper Company’s No. 3 Mill. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

KALAMAzo0, Mich., June 13, 1905.—These are busy days 
in local paper mill circles, for while trade is generally re- 
ported as dull by all the companies, the work of ex- 
panding and increasing the capacity of the various plants 
is going rapidly forward. 

The Monarch Paper Company, recently organized to suc- 
ceed the Gibson Paper Company, has a large force of men 
engaged in the construction of a new mill on their prop- 
erty. This structure when completed will be one of the 
largest and most modern in the middle West, and will be 
equipped with three machines. The building will extend 
about 430 feet east and west, and 250 feet north and south, 
varying in height from two to five stories. The founda- 
tion, piers and basement will be of cement throughout, 
while brick, cement and timbers will be used above. It 
will be of the type known as slow burning construc- 
tion and will be equipped with an automatic sprinkling 
system. 

To provide for the new mill it was necessary to tear 
down a large portion of the old Gibson mill, about the 
only portion retained being the boiler room, which was 
entirely rebuilt last year. 

The equipment of the mill will consist of three machines,

two 130 inches in diameter have been ordered from the 
Beloit Iron Works. The third machine will be 72 inches 
in diameter and will be one of the old ones used in the 
Gibson mill entirely rebuilt and brought up to date by the 
addition of another set of rolls and dryers. A _ large 
amount of supplementary machinery will also be installed. 

Water power will be used extensively and, in addition, 
the company has fecently ordered two engines of the 
compound Corliss type from the Hamilton Engine Com- 
pany. Instead of the motive power being attached direct 
to the machines and other equipment, it will be used to 
generate electricity and all the plant will be so operated, 
it being the first mill in Michigan to use electricity exclu- 
sively throughout the plant. 

The capacity of the Monarch mill, when ready for oper- 
ation, will be 250 tons a week. 

Workmen are also busily engaged on the big additions 
being made to the Riverview coating plant and the Im- 
perial coating plant, and in a few months the capacity of 
both these institutions will have been doubled. 

The new plant of the Illinois Envelope Company is near- 
ly completed, and as soon as the machinery has been in- 
stalled and is in operation it is the intention of the com- 
pany to duplicate the present building, thus making it one 
of the largest envelope factories in America. In addition 
to the machinery already in use at Centralia, Ill, and 
which will be moved to Kalamazoo, it will be necessary to 
order a large amount for the complete equipping of the 
concern. 

The carpenters and masons are about through with their 
work on Mill No. 3 for the Bryant Paper Company, and it 
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is indeed a very fine structure and well adapted for 
needs.

pany, the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company, and the 
St. Regis Paper Company, besides a number of smaller 
belts for other mills. 

The Pioneer Paper Stock Company, of Chicago, experi- 
enced one of the oddest fires on record last week. One of 
its wagons full of old papers was progressing down Dear- 
born street under police protection when it suddenly caught 
fire. The contents were burned and the wagon damaged. 
The fire department was out in a jiffy and a thousand peo- 
ple watched the firemen confine the blaze to the wagon. The 
origin of the fire was not discovered. One theory is that 
someone threw a lighted cigar butt into the wagon, while 
another attributes it to the work of a union sympa- 
thizer. 

The Biggs Boiler Works Company, Akron, Ohio, has 
just shipped another 8 by 24 feet cylinder rotary bleaching 
boiler to the Hollingsworth & Vose Company’s plant at 
East Walpole, Mass. This is the Biggs Company’s second 
Hollingsworth & Vose Company shipment during the 
month, the other rotary bleacher going to the West Groton 
(Mass.) mill. The first three months of the present year 
showed a remarkable gain in the Biggs Company’s busi- 
ness, the succeeding months have been equally productive 
and the company will round out a “banner” half year. 


The United States Paper Company, Limited, Detroit, 
Mich., has increased its capital to $40,000. Encouraged by 
the successful management of James Hendrick and C. B. 
Calvert, Jr., and the progress this young concern has made, 
C. B. Calvert, Sr., of the Calvert Lithographing Company, 
and W. W. Murray have taken stock in the company. The 
company was started about three years ago, outgrew its 


first quarters, moved to the six story building, 43 Larned, 
and is now at 46, 48 and 50 Larned street West; having re- 
cently bought out the Detroit Paper Company, formerly 
in that location. 


The News League of Ohio started an afternoon daily 
newspaper at Springfield last week, and the beginning 
of the enterprise was most auspicious. Recently the Press- 
Republic, of Springfield, was purchased by James M. Cox, 
the publisher of the Daily News, of Dayton, for $50,000, 
the publisher at the same time buying the machinery of the 
defunct Evening Press, of Dayton. After installing many 
improvements in what was a splendid property at Spring- , 
field Mr. Cox was prepared on the opening day of the new 
afternoon daily to issue a first class metropolitan news- 
paper. The Press-Republic had always been considered a 
leading morning paper and its withdrawal from that field 
leaves the Sun alone. The new paper is known as the 
Springfield Daily News and Press Republic.

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LOGGERS OPPOSE WOOD RESERVE. 


Conference at Vancouver as to Western Pulp and Paper 
Company—Important Statements Regarding Tim- 
ber on Land in Questien. 





Vancouver, B. C.; June 8, 1905.—At a meeting of log- 
gers and mill men held, at Vancouver last week, a confer- 
ence was had with members of the Provincial Government 
on the proposed reserve to be granted by the Government 
to the Western Canada Pulp and Paper Company. 

The chairman, Alderman Heaps, explained that the 
meeting was called because it had been reported that a 
very large grant of timber land had been given to a pulp 
company, and had been obtained under what appeared to 
be false pretenses. He did not know whether that was 
true or not, but he thought it only fair that they should 
ask the Government to inquire into the matter. The pro- 
posal, as it stood, was very unfair to the lumbermen be- 
cause the pulp company was only asked to pay 2 cents 
royalty for its ground rent, and the lumbermen had to pay 
very much more. He would call on Mr. Emerson, who 
had taken great interest in the matter, to explain the sit- 
uation more fully. 

Mr. Emerson said they had protested against the pro- 
posed concession months ago, but the Government had 
turned a deaf ear to all their petitions. They had investi- 
gated the land itself and they found that the lumber was 
fully 8 per cent. cedar, which was quite unfit for pulp. 
They had affidavits from loggers and cruisers all the way 
up the coast to the same effect, and Mr. De Beck, the In- 
dian agent at Alert Bay, a quite disinterested party, had 
stated that there was not even 2 per cent. of the timber fit 
for pulp in his district. As a logger himself, he (Mr. 
Emerson) had tried to get spruce along the coast and was 
unable to obtain any. They had lately received the pro- 
spectus of the Western Canada Pulp Company and he 
was quite surprised to read in that the report of Mr. 
Michael King, the timber expert of Victoria, who seemed 
to think there was nothing but spruce up there. He said 
that there were 30,000 feet of spruce per acre in Queen’s 
Reach, but the speaker could say positively that after two 
and a half years’ logging there he had never seen a single 
spruce log. It was the same in regard to Gilford Island, 
where he had never seen any spruce timber. Mr. King 
also proposed to put in a lumber mill along with the pulp 


mill. and made the statement that they could turn out lum- 
ber at $3.35 per thousand feet. This expert further stated 
that J. G. Woods confirmed his report, but they had Mr. 
Woods with them that evening and he denied ever having 
seen it. He asked the Government to join them in investi- 
gating this matter, and if they were wrong they would pay 
the cost of the investigation. 

Mr. Higgins said that for the last seven and a half 
months their company had kept a launch and three men 
running round the coast to see what the timber really 
was, and he knew that there was very little spruce on the 
reserve as laid out. What they asked was a commission 
to investigate this matter to be composed of one represen- 
tative from the Loggers’ Association, one appointed by the 
Government and one by the pulp company. They would 
go over the ground together, and then the investor in the 
old country would know just what he was buying, and if 
the loggers were wrong they would pay the whole cost 
of the investigation. What they objected to was that all 
this timber land should be tied up for a ground rent of 
2 cents per acre, while the loggers were paying 25 cents 
per acre and still could not get suitable limits at all times. 

Speaking of the mill site at Powell River, he agreed with 
Mr. Garden that there was sufficient head of water there 
to furnish splendid power, but he would defy any power 
on earth to hold a boom of logs there in a storm. He did 
not consider that the whole district would average 4 
per cent. of spruce timber, and the only good mill timber 
was in the coves and sheltered places. He characterized 
King’s report as beneath contempt, and thought it would 
be disastrous to have money brought into the country on 
statements of that kind. 

Hon. Mr. Tatlow said he was present as a member for 
Vancouver and realized tht if the facts were as they had 
been stated the position was a very serious one, but it 
had not been brought about by the present Government 
since the Pulp Act was passed in 1900, when the agreement 
was made with the two companies. The agreement, how- 
ever, contained as one of the conditions that if the com- 
panies secured the land they should build a pulp mill of 
a certain capacity, and the Government had the right to see 
that this was complied with. There need be no fear that 
the company would turn it into a timber business, as he 
had met some of the promoters of the scheme in London 
and they were all paper men, and they would never have 
gone into the enterprise but for the purpose of making 
pulp. He understood that the manager of the company 


(a 


would be through here in a short time, and if the repre- 
sentations that had been made were presented to him 
there was no doubt he would look into the matter, and if 
he came to the conclusion that the venture would be a 
failure, they might be sure that it would be dropped, and 
that would be the end of it, but if they decided to go on 
with it, then the Government would have to carry out any 
agreement it had made, but it was not going to grant the 
concession either today or tomorrow, and they might be 
sure that before anything was done the Government would 
safeguard the interests of the Province. 

Hon. Mr. Carter-Cotton said they might safely depend 
that the Government would safeguard the interests of the 
Province. There need be no fear that the company would 
invest capital in the enterprise if it would not pay, and he 
was quite sure that the men who were promoting the pro- 
ject had no idea of turning it into a sawmill, as he knew 
some of them personally and they were all men in the 
paper business. There was no necessity for taking any 
measures till the business had progressed further. 


Cushing Pulp Company Election. 


Sr. Joun, N. B., June 12, 1905.—At the annual meeting 
of the shareholders of the Cushing Pulp Company the di- 
rectors’ report showed earnings of $31,499.79. Since the 
close of the company year, March 1, the net earnings have 
been upward of $13,000. The outlook for the season is 
good, but the directors drew attention to the litigation 
pending, and pointed out that it might bring disaster. The 
report was accepted, and the directors re-elected as fol- 
lows: Captain Partington, president; Thomas McAvity, 
vice president; C. C. Springer, W. H. Murray, G. S. 
Fisher, R. B. Emerson and A. H. Hanington.

The Columbia River Paper Company and the Crown Paper 
Company Join Forces—The New Title Is the Crown- 
Columbia Pulp and Paper’ Company. 

[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.|] 

San Francisco, Cal., June 10, 1905.—Consolidation of 
the Columbia River Paper Company, of this city and the 
Crown Paper Company, of San Francisco, has just been 
effected, with a capital stock of $1,000,000. The mills of 
the former are located at La Camas and Warrendale, and 
the Oregon company also owns 25,000 acres of timber land 
in the eastern part of Multnomah County. The Crown 
Paper Company’s mill is situated at Oregon City, and this 
company also owns timber and water frontage in the east- 
ern part of Multnomah County and a bag factory in San 
l'rancisco. 

All the property of both paper companies is included in 
operated by water power, and it is intended to enlarge the 
water power capacity and the mills, which may lessen the 
cost of production somewhat. 

The consolidation of these companies is a matter of much 
interest to the newspapers of the Coast and others who 
deal in paper. The Columbia River Paper Company has 
just completed a new mill which contains the finest ma- 
chinery of its kind, and the consolidated corporation is in 
every manner equipped to do a most extensive business. 

The new company will be known as the Crown-Columbia 
Pulp and Paper Company, with its principal office at San 
Francisco. The president is S. D. Rosenbaum, of New 
York and San Francisco, who is also president of the 
Floriston Pulp and Paper Company, of California. F. W. 
Leadbetter, the proprietor of the Columbia River Paper 
Company, is the first vice president. He holds the largest 
individual interest in the new company. L. Schwabacher, 
the secretary-treasurer and general manager, holds the posi- 
tion in the Floriston Pulp and Paper Company. 

This consolidation places under one management by far 
the largest pulp and paper producing plant West of Chi- 
cago, the mills having a combined daily capacity of 110 
tons, and with the improvement in contemplation can be 
easily increased to 150 tons daily. In addition the com- 
pany’s mills are so located that danger from flood or fire 
is minimized so that one mill could be destroyed and the 
business could be handled by the mills remaining. This 
is a great consideration to daily papers, as paper mills take 


years to construct, and in case of fire or flood with only 
the one mill customers might suffer. The Crown mill 
makes the wrapping paper used on the Coast, and has a 
capacity of 20 tons daily; the Columbia mills make news 
paper, with a capacity of 60 tons daily. The Floriston 
mills, under the same management, make wrapping and 
tissues, 30 tons daily. 

W. P. Hawley, of Oregon City, who is largely interested 
in the Crown Paper Mill, will be the resident manager. 
George W. Joseph represented the San Francisco company 
as attorney. 


Boise May Have Paper Mill. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

Botse, Idaho, June 5, 1905.—A paper mill will be con- 
structed in Boise, or some place tributary to the city, with- 
in the next year. The mill will be constructed and put in 
operation by the Payette Lumber and Manufacturing Com- 
pany for the purpose of working up the by-products of 
the company’s plant which will be erected and put in op- 
eration some time next season. 

This information leaked out today through R. D. Mus- 
ser, of Little Falls, Minn., and C. R. Musser, of Musca- 
tine, Ia., who are large holders in the Payette Manufactur- 
ing Company, and who are here for'the purpose of looking 
over the company’s property. While neither of the gen- 
tlemen would express themselves definitely on the subject, 
it is understood from remarks they have made and the in- 
vestigations they are pursuing that it is the intention to in- 
stall a paper mill at the same time that the saw mill is put 
in. This will be next season. The mill which the com- 
pany has in contemplatien will have a capacity of approxi- 
mately 50 tons per day and will give employment to several 
hundred men. 

Mr. Hoover, the secretary and local manager of the com- 
pany, when asked as to the truth of the story, said that he 
had nothing to give out at this time, but intimated that 
there was considerable truth in the report. 

The stockholders who are now here are looking the 
property over for the purpose of determining just what 
will be done.

Their Association Holds a Meeting at the Bourse—The Ques- 
tion of Freight Rates and Alleged Discrimination 
—Arbitration of Disputes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, June 13, 1905.—Many questions of vital 
importance to the paper stock trade were discussed at the 
meeting of the Philadelphia Association, held on Thursday 
last in the Bourse, simultaneously with the meeting of the 
Paper Association. There was a representative attendance, 
with President J. I. Lenhart in the chair. 

The first question taken up was that of freight rates and 
claims. There was a general opinion that Philadelphia was 
being discriminated against, certainly in comparison with 
New York, in the matter of rates, and the secretary was 
instructed to take up the subject with the railroad com- 
panies. But discussion was most extended on the matter 
of claims against the railroads. It was felt that the or- 
ganization, because it represented the united interests of 
the city, could accomplish far more than an individual, but 
just how an individual having a claim could secure the aid 
of the association without revealing information which he 
might not desire to have his competitors know provoked 
much discussion. It was finally decided that the solution 
of this question was to have the association furnished 
merely with the number of the claims. In this way various 
claims could be taken up by the secretary and prosecuted 


merely through their number, thus furthering the interests 
of the claimant on the one hand, but without disclosing 
business information on the other. The association deter- 
mined to pursue this plan until a better one could be found. 

Some discussion also arose over the question of set- 
tling disputes which arose out of business transactions. 
There are no such disputes between members of the asso- 
ciation, and if these arise they can readily be arbitrated. 
But there is pending such a contention to treat a member 
of the association and a dealer not located in this city. The 
thought was that if the out of town dealer would be will- 
ing to have one of the members of the association repre- 
sent him, a settlement both in this and in similar cases 
readily could be reached. 

The association has entirely completed its organization, 
and is now ready for a career of what it is believed will be 
one. of great usefulness. E. R. G.

The Local Association Holds Its First Annual Meeting and 
Elects Officers—I. N. Megargee Chosen President— 
Days Designated as Full Holidays. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PHILADELPHIA, June 13, 1905.—The first annual meeting 
of the Paper Trade Association of Philadelphia, which 
was held in the rooms of the Trades League, Philadelphia 
Bourse Building, on Thursday afternoon last, found pres- 
ent a large and representative trade gathering, which dem- 
onstrated that interest in the association work had by no 
means begun to wane. The close of a twelvemonth finds 
the association a united, harmonious body, in which there 
is not even the suggestion of dissension. 

The most important business transacted was the election 
of officers, and this resuited as follows: President, I. N.

turers Company; treasurer, J. H. Sinex, of the Garrett- 
Buchanan Company. Directors—Thomas R. Fort, Jr., of the 
Thomas.W. Price Company; Thomas F. Simmons, of John 
Simmons’ Sons; D. L. Ward, of J. L. Ward & Co.; A. E. 
Whiting, of the Whiting Paper Company; E. A. Wilson, 
of Henry L. Wilson’s Sons; H. Hall, of the C. S. Garrett 
& Son Company, and R. P. Molten, of R. P. Molten & Co. 

It will be noticed that J. B. Mitchell, a former partner 
in the firm of A. J. Elliot & Co., has been succeeded in the 
office of presidency by I. N. Megargee. The change was 
due to the fact that Mr. Mitchell, as well as the members 
of the association, believed that the president should each 
year be a new one. 

With unanimity the association then decided to establish 
the following days as full holidays: Christmas, New Year's, 
Decoration Day, Fourth of July, Thanksgiving Day, and 
as half holidays, Washington’s Birthday and Good Friday. 
Heretofore, while the trade has generally observed these 
holidays, there was no uniformity in the matter. Some 
houses kept open a half day, some but a few hours, some 
not at all, and as a consequence the printers with whom 
they came most in contact expressed some dissatisfaction 
that a general rule was not followed.

There is every indication that unless heavy rains fall 
within a very short time that Holyoke and other manufac- 
turing towns in this vicinity will be short of water. The 
situation is assuming as serious an aspect as developed 
last winter. The ground at the present time is so dry that 
all rainfall has been consumed and little, if any, has passed 
into the streams. 
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The streams in Berkshire County are very low and 
brooks ordinarily discharging a good flow have fallen to 
an alarming degree.

When we went to press last week we had not the copy 
of Judge Townsend’s decision at hand in the Train-Smith 
case. and were therefore led into slight error in saying 
that the court had held gunny bagging to be free of duty 
as paper stock. The claim for free entry as paper stock is 
not involved in the present suit. It was this claim which 
was made and overruled by the courts in the earlier Train- 
Smith case, decided, as our readers will recall, several 
years ago. The Train-Smith Company and its lawyers, 
Messrs. Comstock & Washburn, who have had charge of 
this litigation throughout, it now appears, did not abandon 
the contest after their first defeat, but being good fighters 
brought forward a new case in which the claim for free 
entry as rags was pressed. It is this contention which the 
Circuit Court has just sustained. This decision, should it 
be finally sustained, is necessarily somewhat narrower in 
scope than a decision in favor of free entry as paper stock 
would have been, as it will cover only that variety of 
gunny bagging commonly known as the paper stock grade. 
The grade known as “selected bagging” (which is largely 
used for rebaling purposes) will continue to pay the pres- 
ent rate of duty, and, indeed, we understand that no pro- 
test is being made on this score. Southern dealers in 
gunny bagging, therefore, will have little to fear from the 
present decision. The full text of Judge Townsend's opin-

This news would indicate that there is opportunity for 
our builders of paper machines and other mill equipment 
to gather in some business in the Far East, and while the 
Chinese boycott on United States goods now being pressed 
may be somewhat of a hindrance to trade, the fact that 
the Japanese have bought so largely of United States 
equipment and are continuing to do so will undoubtedly 
be more than an offset in favor of the product of Ameri- 
can shops. 

These Chinese mills, however, will not be in operation 
for a long time yet, and China for a long time will be a 
widening field for the consumption of foreign made paper. 
Our paper manufacturers will do well to investigate the 
subject and to follow the suggestions and avail themeselves 
of the information presented in the reports of our Con- 
suls, The demand for paper in China is likely to increase 
much more rapidly than the native production, and our 
United States mills should have the benefit of the new 


demand. 


Paper Stock Organizations. 

Following the lead of the New York dealers, the Phil- 
adelphia packers organized and have now a healthy asso- 
ciation which is taking up topics of general trade interest, 
and endeavoring for the benefit of the entire trade to apply 
remedies for some existing wrongs. 

The smaller New York packers have organized an as- 
sociation, which it is intended to incorporate under «the

Makers of mechanical wood pulp in Germany complain 
of low prices. Considering the advance of raw wood, the 
margin of profit is said to be reduced to a vanishing point. 
Makers also look upon the failure in passing an import 
duty of 3 marks against foreign pulp as a great injury. In 
consequence of the drought of recent years, many paper- 
makers were induced to put up their own factories, which 
are worked by steam. The Papierfabrikant, in discussing 
the market conditions, states that uniformity and regular- 
ity of pulp produced on the spot and the certainty of sup 
ply is so great an advantage that it makes up for the 
trifling higher cost of steam grinding over water grinding. 
Thus the small grinders working with water alone find 
themselves in a difficult position, but they may still re- 
cover lost ground if they can convince buyers that the nec- 
essary precautions are taken to keep up the desirable regu- 
larity of deliveries. It is suggested that makers should 
keep motor engines in reserve for any failing of the water 
power, and now that pulp can be kept in the damp state 
they should also have a certain amount of stock always on 
hand. 


It is reported that litigation involving a suit and a coun- 
tersuit growing out of paper contracts and involving the 
question of who was liable for a broker's commission, has 
been compromised. The basis of the compromise is said 
to he that the broken is to receive from the manufacturer 
in the case a $4,000 automobile this year and $5,000 a year 
for each of the four succeeding years. We know not 
whether the report be true or not. We only give it for 
what it is worth and we cannot refrain from pointing out 
that if such a settlement has been made the broker is not 
so clever as he is generally supposed to be. Had he lived 
up to his reputation, he would not only have received an 


““auto” for this year, but likewise a chauffeur and a guar- 


antee covering the repair bill. We trust that it is not yet 
too late for him to incorporate this suggestion in the con- 
tract of settlement. 


A British trade paper has been poking fun—so far as a 
British paper can poke fun at anybody—at the printer as 
a judge of paper, holding to the opinion that as a rule the 
practitioner of the art preservative knows very little about 
the product of the paper machine. If the British printer is 
shy on his knowledege of paper his United States cousin is 
keeping him company, for the fact is that the average 
printer in this country is not a competent judge of the 
material that he puts through his presses. In a large num- 
ber of instances, perhaps the majority, he looks wise and 
talks in a very general way, unless he has a claim to make, 
and then he talks as if there was no possible solution of 
the problem save that the paper is wrong. Printers could 
save themselves time and money and annoyance by de- 
voting a little study to paper and its peculiarities.

He was one of the founders in 1851 
of the well known firm of Stout, Mills & Temple, and 
the Dayton Globe Iron Works Company in 1885, the suc- 
cessor of Stout, Mills & Temple.

Mr. Mills was personally

many in the East. His acquaintance was not confined to

He was:the patentee of the well known new American 
turbine water wheel, as well as inventor and designer of 
many other machines, and as a practical hydraulic engineer 
he had few equals. 
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Mr. Mills was also prominent in social and business cir- 
cles. He was one of the promoters and builders of the 
Dayton View street railway, the second line to be built in 
Dayton, and now a part of the Oakwood Street Railway 
Company. 

Early in his life he became an ardent Christian worker 
and was one of the founders of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association. 
in the Presbyterian Church. 

His ancestors fought in the Revolutionary War, and 
when Kirby Smith threatened Cincinnati, Mr. Mills raised 
a company of 103 men besides officers and drum corps, and 
was commissioned captain by Governor Tood, and assisted 


At the age of thirty-five he became an elder 


in repelling the invaders. These soldiers were known as 
the Squirrel Hunters of Ohio, for they left home with all 
kinds of guns, but were afterward equipped with muskets. 

Notwithstanding his advanced age, nearly eighty-four, 
Mr. Mills was until February, 1904, 
when his health failed and he was confined to his bed for 
the past eight months.

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BLACK RIVER NAVIGATION. 


Conference at Watertown on the Subject of Making Im- 
provements So That Large Vessels Can Reach the 
Docks at_Dexter. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WarTerTOWN, N. Y., June 13, 1905.—A joint meeting of 
paper and pulp manufacturers, officers of the Watertown 
Chamber of Commerce and others interested in the im- 
provement of. navigation on Black River Bay so that ves- 
sels of large size can reach the docks at Dexter was held 
on Thursday of last week, Congressman Knapp, of the 
Twenty-eighth Congressional District, being present. Con- 
gressman Knapp has been successful in securing a survey 
of the channel, and an estimate of the cost of making the 
bay navigable is being prepared. While the paper mills in 
the Black River Valley will be the principal beneficiaries 
if the proposed improvement is made, other industries will 
also be benefited. 


It was agreed that the Chamber of Commerce would 
take up this matter as vital to all the interests in the Black 
River Valley. It would furnish a water competition and 
practically put all points in the valley on a lake port. The 
principal object is to secure pulp wood from Canada, of 
which the mills at Dexter alone use-.a large quantity, and 
if it were an availabie port it would make a distributing 
point for this article to all mills on the river. The growing

scarcity of pulp wood in this section makes the drawing on 
Canadian forests imperative, and water transportation is 
the most economical for getting the supplies. The facts as 
drawn out at the conference showed $10,000,000 capital in- 
vested along Black River in need of the improvement of 
this port. Many facts had already been presented to 
Colonel Adams, the Government engineer. The Chamber 
of Commerce will send a letter stating further facts, and 
the manufacturers of the entire district will be solicited to 
add their appeal for a favorable report on this work. The 
stumbling block so far seems to have been that Dexter can 
show no lake commerce, but the reason is that a bar at the 
mouth of the river prevents it. With a navigable channel 
there is no question whatever of a large amount of com- 
merce in Canadian pulp wood coming to all the mills. The 
improvement would develop more commerce than is held 
by many lake ports that are in receipt of large annual ap- 
propriations, B.

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STORM IN WISCONSIN. 


Fox and Wisconsin Rivers Raging Torrents—A Greal Deal 
of Trouble From Backwater—Pulp Wood Yard 
Swept Away. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR Phessronss nT.] 

AppeLeton, Wis., June 12, 1905.—Early last this 
part of the country was visited by one of the worst storms 
in its history. There were three days of almost constant 
downpour of rain, much of the time accompanied by vio- 
lent thunderstorm More came down 
than ever before in the same period of time. Railroad 
tracks were washed out in all directions, and for upward 
of twenty hours not a train reached the Fox River Valley. 
Such a state of things heretofore was never known. As a 
result of all the rain the watercourses have been swollen 
The Fox and Wisconsin rivers have 


week 


conditions. water 


out of all bounds. 
become raging torrents. 

On the Fox River every sluice gate in every dam is open 
to the widest extent. One result of this is tremendous 
backwater everywhere. At the Menasha dam the water 
below the dam is only 2 feet lower than above the dam, 
and something like this is the rule at the other dams far 
ther down the river. Many of the mills have been com- 
pelled to shut down on account of backwater interfering 
At Kaukauna for sev- 
eral hours one day the water was even with the top of 
the canal embankments, and if it had gone up an inch more 
the embankments would have begun washing away. In 
some places it did break through some weak defenses, and 
in one case swept down through a pulp wood yard, but 
was restrained before much wood had been carried away. 

At the mill of the Outagamie Paper Company the canal 
overflowed and_several feet of water entered the basement 
and boiler room. The Combined Locks Paper Company 
was compelled to shut down for a time, mills at Appleton 
were also shut down during the highest water, and at 
Neenah and Menasha the mills have been running and 
shut down intermittently all the week. During the worst 
of the high water a great deal of alarm was felt at Kau- 
kauna, where, if things had ever got started going, the 
damage would have been appalling. 

Happily, however, all real danger is now over, though 


with power and flooding basements. 


the backwater is still very troublesome. The level of the 
lake is stationary, and the Neenah and Menasha Water 
Power Company, which is in charge of controlling the 
outflow of water from the lake, reports that present con- 
ditions will continue for perhaps a week longer, when the 
lake level may be expected to begin falling.

PAPER.—As this is about the time when the demand 
falls off, the comparatively quiet state of the market should 
cause no special complaint. The fact, however, that there 
has been little life to trade for some time accentuates the 
present dullness and renders the small volume of busi- 
ness more noticeable. Because of the slow demand prices 
have weakened, especially with the manufacturers. The 
anxiety of the mill men to accumulate orders ahead against 
a possible dull summer is responsible in part for some of 
the low quotations reported. The lack of an active de- 
mand. and the nearness of the midsummer dullness are, 
however, the principal reasons for the general weakness. 
Tissues excepted, all grades are in rather poor demand. 
While no positive reductions are admitted, still it is under- 
stood that quotations on News, Side Runs,.Wood Manilas, 
Coated Book and Box Boards continue at a very low level. 
Prices on Book papers have also suffered as a result of the 
severe competition for business. Writings are unchanged 
in price, notwithstanding the fact that the demand has 
fallen off. No further reductions in prices are looked for 
this summer, as it is the reported determination of many 
of the manufacturers to shut down their mills rather than 
run them at a loss, as they say they would have to if prices 
go any lower. In News paper, Box Boards and Coated 
papers the manufacturers say that the bottom in the way 
of low prices has already been reached. As the outlook 
for any improvement in business is not good, the future 


state of the market causes some concern. We quote:

WOOD PULP.—There is practically no change in the 
situation on ground wood. Inquiries for stocks at this time 
are small, as the paper manufacturers are cutting down 
their purchases in preparation for the summer dullness. 
The pulp men, on the other hand, are not inclined to force 
sales at this time, as the market prices are unsatisfactory 
As a result of present conditions there is little
